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Didsbury man jailed for tax evasion 


Revenue Canada announced 
last Tuesday that James Brian 
Large of Didsbury, has pleaded 
guilty to wilfull evasion of In¬ 
come Tax, thereby committing 
an offence under Section 239 of 
the Income Tax Act. 

Mr. Large was fined $26,000 
for failure to report $103,243.05 
of income for the years 1991 and 
1992. The resulting tax evaded 
was $26,003.47. If in default of 
payment, Mr. Large was given six 
months in jail. Mr. Large chose to 
serve the time rather than pay 


the fine. The maximum fine 
for such an offence is not less 
than 50 per cent and not more 
than 200 per cent of the tax 
evaded, or the fine plus 
imprisonmnt for a term not 
exceeding two years. 

According to information pro¬ 
vided by Revenue Canada, it was 
disclosed during court proceed¬ 
ings that Mr. Large was an officer 
and director of Dome Roof Sys¬ 
tems Ltd. and K.L.M. Roof Sys¬ 
tems Ltd., of Didsbury. During 
1991 and 1992, Mr. Large caused 


these companies to pay personal 
construction costs on a riding 
arena, as well as other farm ex¬ 
penses related to his personal 
saddlebred horse operation in 
Didsbury. 

A federal government spokes¬ 
man in a press release issued by 
Revenue Canada said: "Public 
confidence in Canada's tax sys¬ 
tem depends on all citizens pay¬ 
ing their fair share. When indi¬ 
viduals or businesses become in¬ 
volved in tax evasion, honest Ca¬ 
nadians have to pay more. Rev¬ 


enue Canada is committed to 
achieving the highest level of com¬ 
pliance with tax laws. We want to 
ensure that people pay the taxes 
they owe, that there is equity in 
the tax system, and that Canadi¬ 
ans have a level playing field. To 
this end Revenue Canada pro¬ 
vides information and services to 
help taxpayers comply with tax 
laws, informs Canadians of the 
consequences of not paying their 
taxes and takes action such as 
this, against those who do not pay 
their fair share." 


Those who have not filed re¬ 
turns for previous years or have 
not reported all their income, can 
come forward and voluntarily 
correct their tax affairs. They will 
not be penalized or prosecuted if 
they make a full disclosure before 
Revenue Canada starts any ac¬ 
tion or investigation against 
them. These clients will only have 
to pay the taxes owing, plus inter¬ 
est. 

The Review was unable to con¬ 
tact James Large by press time 
for comment.

ESCAPES 


On March 9,1996, the Dids¬ 
bury RCMP were called to 
Didsbury Home Hardware to 
investigate a reported at¬ 
tempted fraud. Investigation 
revealed that an unknown per¬ 
son was attempting to obtain 
items from the store utilizing 
a false purchase order number. 
The staff had been alerted to 
similar offences occuring in the 
Town of Olds. Didsbury RCMP 
attended, and the suspect was 
approached at which time a 
brief altercation occured and 
the suspect escaped. 

Investigation has identified 
the suspect as Dale Arnold 
Adamkewich, 45, of no fixed 
address. Adamkewich has been 
charged with fraud, resist ar¬ 
rest, dangerous driving and 
escape lawful custody as a re¬ 
sult of this incident and war¬ 
rants for his arrest have been 
issued.

Calgary Fire Department throws hat in 911 ring

After taking in a proposal of¬ 
fered by the City of Calgary Fire 
Department, explaining their 911 
call answer/transfer service sys¬ 
tem last Thursday, one of the 
county/civic area representatives 
at the meeting summed up the 
situation by saying: “It all boils 
down to- ‘you get what you pay 
for’.” 

Facing the likelihood that a 
province-wide 911 network could 
become a mandated requirement 
for individual municipalities at 
some future date, attendees pep¬ 
pered City of Calgary 911 spokes¬ 
man Blaine Worger with ques¬ 


tions. 

While agreeing that cost was 
secondary to service when assess¬ 
ing the value and potential of 
lives saved, separating alterna¬ 
tives and boundaries in two sepa¬ 
rate types of 911 service offered 
generated prolonged discussion. 

A basic call answer/transfer 
service entails a connection to an 
operator who transfers the call to 
the appropriate emergency serv¬ 
ice. The cost for this basic service 
was estimated to be in the 84-86 
cent-per-month range. This cost 
would be added to monthly tel¬ 
ephone bills, with approximately 
37 cents reverting to the 911 cen¬ 


tre serving the area. 

Adding dispatch resources to 
the agreement bumps up the cost. 
Acknowledging that without ac¬ 
curate population/user numbers 
and other unknown variables, 
actual costs could not be deter¬ 
mined with certainty, estimates 
in the $3.25-3.75 per month range 
were suggested. Inclusion of a 
dispatch arrangement would in¬ 
corporate the services of a trained 
emergency responder, capable of 
“talking through” the emergency 
with the caller until help arrived 
on the scene. 

Individual requirements and 


expectations of representatives 
from the various areas in attend¬ 
ance meant no quick decisions 
would be forthcoming. 

Meeting chairman, County 
Reeve Pat James, suggested one 
avenue worth investigating was 
to consider instituting a “two- 
step” implementation of the 911 
system. This would mean that 
initially, the basic call answer/ 
transfer system could be imple¬ 
mented, with additional services 
added as sanctioned by all af¬ 
fected. 

The need for further delibera¬ 
tion was expressed but dates and 


times of future meetings were 
not confirmed at the March 14 
meeting.

and immediately after school, 8- 
Occupy the seat assigned by the 
driver and 9- Walk in front of the 
bus when loading or unloading. 
Prohibited behaviours: 

1- Throwing objects out the 
window, 2- Extending body parts 
out the window, 3- Intimidation 
or threats to other passengers, 4- 
Use of tobacco alcohol or drugs 
and 5- Possession of weapons. 

Violations of these rules and/ 
or any other unacceptable 
behavior will be dealt with 
promptly. Anyone guilty of van¬ 
dalism will be assessed the cost of 
repairs. Bus drivers will make 
every effort to contact the par¬ 
ents and resolve difficulties be¬ 
fore referring problems to the 
principal. The principal, in coop¬ 
eration with the bus driver, will 
take the appropriate steps to 
correct the behavior. Such steps 
may include a suspension of bus 
privileges or suspension from 
school.

One item that will affect area residents upon implementation, 
introduced in Paul Martin’s federal budget, was a proposal to 
revamp the current pension system. 

Calling it “part of [the federal government’s] commitment to 
Canadians to ensure they have a secure and sustainable pension 
system now and in the future”, the new system is intended to 
replace both the Old Age Security (OAS) and Guaranteed Income 
Supplement (GIS) benefits by the year 2001. 

Pensions of current seniors are protected. In a press release 
issued last week, the federal government promised to implement 
the new benefit “in a manner that meets the government’s commit¬ 
ment to today’s seniors that their OAS and GIS payments will not 
be reduced.” According to federally released statistics 75 per cent 
of single seniors and elderly couples will receive the same or higher 
benefits, with nine out of 10 single elderly women retaining or 
improving benefit coverage. 

The new benefit will be tax free and will incorporate existing age 
and pension income tax credits. GIS recipients and those benefitting 
by the Spouse’s Allowance Program, will both receive an additional 
$120 per year. For couples, as has always been the case, the amount 
of the payment will be determined on the basis of the combined 
spousal income.

Being Canadian - a tresh perspective

When I was a boy, I also 
dreamed of open spaces. I heard 
of a new frontier and on a hot July 
night, in 1969,1 watched the very 
first human be¬ 
ings step onto the 
surface of the 
moon. I walked 
outside that night 
and looked up at 
the full moon and 
decided that was 
what I wanted to 
do when I grew up. 

I thought that was 
the most exciting 
thing a human be¬ 
ing could do and 
that's where I wanted my future 
to take me. 

But this dream was impossible 
at that time. There was no way 
that a little Canadian kid with a 
bad hair cut was ever going to 
become an astronaut. That was 
for super-human Americans. It 
was an impossible dream to 
achieve. So I didn't even say it out 
loud. I just kept it as a long-term 
goal for myself - something that 
some day, if I had the opportu¬ 
nity, I might be able to do. 

Canada was the third country 
on earth to put a satellite into 
orbit. In 1983, when Marc 
Gameau and Roberta Bondar and 
Steve Maclean and the other as¬ 
tronauts were first chosen, sud¬ 
denly the dream was much more 
tangible. Three months ago to¬ 
day, this small Canadian boy s 
dreams became a reality as I 
blasted off the sphere's surface 
and flew into wide open space. 

It was November 12, a little 
more than four months ago, when 
we strapped into Atlantis and 
from the coast of Florida hurled 
ourselves up off the surface of the 
earth into space. 

Our destination was the Space 
Station Mir. "Mir" is the Russian 
word for "peace" and it also means 
"the world". But Mir was built in 
1986, right at the height of the 
Cold War when it was never con¬ 
sidered that the American Space 
Shuttle would come and dock with 
it. 

Like I am now, I was in the 
Canadian military, flying F-18s 
in defense of Canada. I would 
regularly fly right off the coast 
here in an F-18, armed with mis¬ 
siles to intercept Soviet bombers 
that had enough weaponry inside 
them to decimate North America. 
We would fly up next to each 
other, inside Canadian airspace, 
and bristle at each other. 

Yet, in the short 10 years since 
then, as a Canadian, I had the 
incredible opportunity of going 
to a Russian Space Station. But 


while there a lot of pointy ends 
sticking out of Mir to dock on, 
none were compatible with the 
shuttle. So the purpose of our 
mission was to go up to Mir and 
install this dock¬ 
ing module. The 
tunnel was built 
in Russia, flown 
to Florida, in¬ 
stalled in the 
American Space 
Shuttle, picked 
out of there by a 
Canadian with a 
Canadarm and 
attached to the 
Russian Space 
Station in space. 

I had the honor of being the 
first Canadian to fly the 
Canadarm in space. This is a tre¬ 
mendous machine and Canada 
has earned a terrific reputation 
in the space community as a re¬ 
sult of the flawless and smooth 
operation that the Canadarm 
gives. Flying this arm and putting 
the module together was like fly¬ 
ing the very best airplane. 

I was also the first Canadian to 
ever use a ham-radio in space. We 
had a ham-radio on board the 
shuttle and we also had a chance, 
on one pass of Canada, to use this 
ham-radio on board Mir. With my 
call sign of 0-G, Victor Alpha 3, 
OOG, or Oscar Oscar GA11,1 spoke 
to about 100 Canadians, ripping 
across Canada, coast to coast from 
just south of Victoria, arching up 
north of Winnipeg and coming 
down just south of Nova Scotia in 
10 minutes. 

It gives an amazing perspec¬ 
tive of Canada to be able to rapid 
fire talk to 100 Canadians while 
seeing the entire country roll by 
as one unified piece. 

Just before I left Mir, I stuck 
my crew patch on the docking 
module that I installed. It was 
designed by a Canadian graphic 
artist. It shows the horizon and 
the future of the earth and it 
shows the Great Lakes from as 
far north as we were. It shows the 
northern lights and four stars for 
each of the Canadians that have 
been in space. It shows the town 
I was born in, Sarnia, and the 
town I grew up in, in Milton, 
Ontario. I stuck that on the wall 
inside the docking module, and 
signed my name. Now everybody 
who comes out of the space shut¬ 
tle on the subsequent seven flights 
and floats into Mir has to go by 
this graffiti that says: "Installed 
by a Canadian". 

Nowhere in the cockpit of the 
shuttle is there any sign of na¬ 
tionality except on the Canadarm 
panel. Here there is a big "Canada" 
and a Canadian flag. It's not on 


any of the official NASA draw¬ 
ings, but the technicians, the 
NASA American technicians that 
installed that panel, feel such 
pride and respect that they keep 
sticking that decal back up every 
time some official persons 
scratches it off. It gave me a tre¬ 
mendous feeling of pride to see 
this every time I looked out the 
back window of the shuttle. 

On board Mir, when we were 
sitting with Sergei Adeev (a Rus¬ 
sian engineer), Yuri Ghidzenko 
(the Commander of Mir), and 
Thomas Reiter (a German fighter- 
pilot and test pilot), Sergei 
stopped a minute and looked at 
me and smiled and floated over to 
his bedroom and brought back a 
book. He opened up the book and 
pulled out a maple leaf. His daugh¬ 
ter had collected a few leaves to 
send to him in one of their 
unmanned vehicles. She had also 
collected one maple leaf and sent 
it to him. He recognizes what 
Canada stands for, and what 
stands for Canada. He gave me 
this maple leaf as a gift which I 
put into my flight book and 
brought back to earth. 

I would like all Canadians to 
step above their daily problems 
and disagreements and look at 
this land as the cosmonauts see 
it, and as Sergei saw it when he 
gave me that leaf. It's a beautiful, 
open place of promise. It's as dif¬ 
ferent as the personalities of the 
people in this room, but it's also 
as unified as the snow that blan¬ 
kets us and the cold that purifies 
us and makes us all Canadians. 

We live in a country where the 
dreams of a small boy are nur¬ 
tured and allowed to come true. 

All Canadians must look at our 
Canada through the corrective 
lens of history and see this land as 
something not that we have 
earned, but something that we 
have been given. It’s a gift given 
to us by the generations who 
fought and sacrificed to create it. 
Today, it’s great to have the op¬ 
portunity to see this Canada 
through the eyes of new Canadi¬ 
ans. 

When I blasted off for space, I 
carried with me the roots that 
make me Canadian. And I carry 
all Canadians, that image of a 
maple leaf floating weightless, 
orbiting the earth, a gift that was 
a measure of respect for the peace 
and the order and the citizenship 
that defines Canada. 

That maple leaf on our flag has 
brought us together to celebrate 
Canada and it brings new Cana¬ 
dians here at the dawn of this 
next new century to join in build¬ 
ing and enriching the Canada of 
the future.

Witnessing the rebirth of a nation

When you think of South Af¬ 
rica, what comes to mind? Do you 
mentally picture children ravaged 
by famine? Or wide open spaces 
dotted with exotic animals? Or a 
nation struggling to mend the 
wounds of a checkered past with 
tireless resolve, faith and dignity? 

South Africa embodies all these 
things, but as Bob Clark person¬ 
ally witnessed on a recent trip to 
the South African province of 
Npumalang, not far from Mozam¬ 
bique, history is being made daily 
as a new nation emerges. 

The catalyst behind the trip 
which 
spanned the 
week of Feb¬ 
ruary 19-26 
was sparked 
during Brian 
Mulroney’s 
tenure as 
Prime Minis¬ 
ter during a 
visit to 
Canada by 
Nelson 
Mandela. 

Mulroney of¬ 
fered Cana¬ 
da’s help after 
the African 
elections and the result was the 
placement of two permanent Ca¬ 
nadian liaisons in Johannesburg, 
and a commitment to open a dia¬ 
logue between conforming gov¬ 
ernmental bodies. 

Clark, and Alberta’s minister 
and deputy minister of federal 
inter-governmental affairs, 
stopped over in London before 
boarding an 11-hour flight for 
Johannesburg. 

“They have to get their consti¬ 
tution in South Africa finished by 
the end of May this year and 
they’re interested in what Alberta 
has done and how Alberta ap¬ 
proaches things- not from a view 
point of saying, ‘This is how you 
should do it’, rather from a stand¬ 
point of‘These have been some of 
our experiences,” Clark said. 

Canadian officials picked up 
the Albertan contingent at the 
airport. Clark said the journey 
along the ring road circling Jo¬ 
hannesburg afforded a bleak 
vista. 

“You could see areas where 
people has just come and settled 
in 20 by 20 metal topped ‘build¬ 
ings’,” Clark said. “In some cases 
they just had huge cardboard 
boxes. People were livingthere. A 
sobering view, very much so.” 

Alberta’s South African 
twinned province of Npumalang 
is one of the richer centres, and 
Clark said he was shocked to learn 
the number of people streaming 
into the province. 

“In the last nine months 
they’ve had 100,000 people just 
pick up and come down, which 
places a great strain on the 
economy,” Clark said. 

An economy, Clark explained, 
which is as fragile as the new 
democracy it supports. 


“Two questions came to me,” 
Clark said. “As they get closer to 
the 1999 election, will there still 
be this desire to work together, 
and secondly, who will step into 
Mandela’s place in future. While 
we were there, Mr. Mandela’s 
health was questioned and their 
dollar fell 15 per cent in one day. 
It behooves Canada to help in any 
way we can.” 

Clark felt the atmosphere com¬ 
mon purpose and resolve, shared 
by the vast majority of all races 
and governmental affiliations, 
was driven by what some consid¬ 
ered South Africa’s first and last 
chance to 
achieve true 
democratic 
freedoms. 

“It’s such 
a unique situ¬ 
ation there,” 
Clark said. 
“President 
Mandela was 
in jail for 20 
years and was 
released by 
Mr. deKlerk 
who is now 
one of two 
Vice-Presi- 
dents. 
Mandela’s party received a huge 
mandate; it’s a government of 
national unity. You have minis¬ 
ters and deputy ministers of all 
parties in the cabinet, yet it seems 
to be working amazingly well. 
There’s not a lot of effort directed 
toward stirring up animosity from 
the past. They’re so focused; 
they’re trying to work through 
land ownership issues, and un¬ 
employment problems, and draft¬ 
ing of a new constitution. All of a 
sudden you’ve got a whole new 
legislature. They’re setting up a 
premier’s office, they’re setting 
up departments. You’ve got peo¬ 
ple becoming ministers who’ve 
never had that kind of responsi¬ 
bility before. On the other hand, 
you’ve got some bureaucrats who 
were in the former government, 
and they’re doing all they can to 
preserve the old status quo; so it’s 
a great mix.” 

Clark said the sense of urgency 
and resolve was felt keenly by all, 
and the delicate balance between 
purposefully moving forward and 
falling back was the challenge of 
the decade. 

“My sense is that there are 
those people who feel if this 
doesn’t work they would go hack 
to a very repressive society. One 
white person told me: ‘We could 
have won- we have the technol¬ 
ogy, the army and the system- we 
could have held on for many more 
years.’ That’s why I think they 
have this one chance. The sanc¬ 
tions scared them and bothered 
them, hut the longer they held 
out, the more confident they be¬ 
came. I got a sense that this one 
[white] individual was horribly 
shocked when deKlerk, all on his 
own, arranged for Mandela’s re¬ 
lease from prison and that if Mr. 


deKlerk hadn’t had that kind of 
inner confidence, they wouldn’t 
be where they are today. It was a 
great, almost unbelievable gam¬ 
ble that deKlerk, and a few in his 
government took, to change the 
whole direction of his govern¬ 
ment. My own sense was, he could 
see down the road, in the long run 
[the prevailing system] couldn’t 
work without a horrible cost in 
human lives. deKlerk had the in¬ 
testinal fortitude, the gumption, 
the guts and the decency to make 
it happen. 

In a world that seems rather 
heinous on occasion, in view of 
what recently happened in Scot¬ 


land for example, here is an ex¬ 
ample of vision and statesman¬ 
ship.” 

The nameof Alberta’s twinned 
South African province, 
Npumalang, translates to mean 
“The province of the rising sun”. 
While the sun may be rising, the 
road ahead is a daunting uphill 
climb. Yet above all else Clark 
witnessed and observed, the de¬ 
termination and will to find new 
ways to pull together as a people 
and as a nation left a lasting im¬ 
pression Clark said constituted 
one of the most humbling and 
exhilarating experiences encoun¬ 
tered by him personally to date. 


His South African journey 
touched him deeply and he hopes 
to return to connect with friends 
made and lives touched in some 
capacity, either personal or offi¬ 
cial at a future date. 

Clark said Canada is held in 
very high regard in South Africa, 
adding the Canadian contingent 
was welcomed warmly. “There 
are many similarities between 
Npumalang and Alberta,” Clark 
concluded. “Both provide energy 
to the rest of the nation, in Alber¬ 
ta’s case oil; in Npumalang’s coal; 
and like Albertans, their South 
African partners “are a very proud 
people.”

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We get the Calgary Herald on Friday, Saturday and Sunday. 
We only buy it on Friday; my sister-in-law Marie buys Saturday 
and Sunday and we share hers. Even with this system the 
newspaper recycling pile grows at an alarming rate and it seems 
we are hauling papers to the depot every other week. I don't read 
everything in the Herald but I read or scan most of it and I 
always read the Birth and Death Announcements. Only rarely 
do I find anyone I know in the Announcements so I am not 
reading them to check up on the activities of my friends.

A good obit, tells me 
what kind of a person lived and died, what they accomplished or 
overcame, what was important to him or her, how they made a 
living, whether they had a family and often what their relation¬ 
ships were. It's amazing what people print in an obituary. 
Common-law husbands and wives are commonplace, or "loving 
companion of 13 years." Sometimes several children are listed 
"from previous relationships". Sometimes the list of parents and 
step-parents is so complex that there must have been five or six 
marriages involved and increasingly people list their pets among 
the survivors. Mostly, however, I read births and deaths because 
I love names. 

Last year, according to yesterdays radio news report, the 
most popular names for girl babies were, Jessica, Sarah and 
Emily. Boys names were, Matthew and Brendan. Following 
closely were, for the girls: Rachel, Alyssa, Madison, Brittany and 
Taylor and for boys: James, Cole and Alexander. Those are all 
perfectly nice names but when all those little Emilys and 
Matthews hit grade one I wonder if they will wish they weren't 
sharing their name with two or three other kids in the class. I 
have at least twenty friends named "Shirley" because when they 
and I were babies Shirley Temple was the most popular child in 
the world and then there was the Debbie period and the Kimberly 
era and most recently the Jennifer stage. Once again, perfectly 
nice names, but I wonder if all those Debs, Kims and Jenns 
appreciate being part of a trend. 

It is possible to read four generations of names in an obituary 
or a birth announcement and often we go from great grandma 
names: Fanny, Agnes, Bertha, Martha, on to grandma names: 
Shirley, Marjorie, Jeanette, Donna, Gwynne, Gail, then to 
mothers: Debbie, Stacey, Shelly, Kelly and the babies names, 
Emma, Sara, Jessica and Rachel. The changing styles would 
make an interesting study. Do the recurring names of the great 
grandma's signal a return to the principles and ideals of an 
earlier time? Probably not, but somehow it seems a bit more 
unlikely that a child named Mary Ruth or Rachel Elizabeth will 
grow up to work for an escort service, than one called say, Cherry 
Cordial! 

Sometimes a whole family will have names beginning with 
the same letter. "Gordon was predeceased by his wife Gerta and 
survived by his children Gil, Greg, Gloria, Gavin and Grace." I’ll 
bet mail call was confusing at their house. Sometimes twins 
have matching names but more often they are quite different in 
order to encourage the children to develop independently I 
suppose. Our son is about to become godfather to twins named 
Paul Thomas and Isaac Semus Kirk-Davidoff. There should be 
no confusion there. There are two new little great-nephews in 
our family: Spencer Leath Johnston and Douglas Johnston 
Alexander Dunbar. Very impressive names, we expect one to 
become Prime Minister and the other to be Minister of Finance. 
There are triplets in last weeks paper named Elias, Stephanos 
and Evangelos. I wonder if they will eventually become Eli, 
Steve and Evan. I had cousins named Dorothy Dallas and Laura 
Marie. Their Mom called them Dally and Ree. Her name was 
Stella Maude Miriah but she liked to be called Helen. She called 
me Nene and 1 really hated it. 

I wonder how much your name influences your personality 
and your attitude and ultimately what you do with your life? I 
wonder if your name is preordained to match your personality? 
I kind of like the trend toward names that have some dignity but 
this could get carried to extremes. I hope I don't start reading 
about little Obadiahs, Septimus, Hephzibahs and Etheldredas.

PARMESAN ORANGE CHICKEN 


8 chicken thighs 
2 c. orange juice 
2 tsp. grated onion 


2 egg whites 

3 Tbsp. Parmesan cheese, light 
2 tsp. seasoning salt 


* * * This dish can be prepared in 3 stages to make the best 
use of your busy schedule or do all at once - the choice is yours! 

1. Just before you're ready to put the chicken in the oven, 
preheat the oven to 350F and place a foil-lined pan in the oven 
to pre-heat, (pre-heating the pan will help to crisp the underside) 

2. Getting the chicken ready: combine the juice and onion in 
a large bowl and add the chicken (minus its skin!), turning to 
coat in the marinade. Cover and place in the fridge overnight, (or 
keep going onto step 3.) 

3. Remove the chicken from the marinade and add the beaten 
egg whites to the marinade. Mix the parmesan cheese with the 
corn flake crumbs in another bowl (or large freezer bag). 

4. Dip the chicken pieces in the egg white mixture, then the 
crumb mix; spray the pan with vegetable spray and place the 
chicken pieces on the pan. (the "crumbed" chicken could be 
placed in the fridge for the next day - but no longer! If it hasn't 
been frozen yet, the chicken could be stored in the freezer at this 
point.

5. Ready to bake? Bake the chicken for 1 hour.

Emu carcasses have a similar 
dressing yield but about 4-5 per 
cent more lean meat than the 
average beef carcass. The emu 
carcass is quite small in size and 
would average around 19 kg

the meat was not fresh if offered 
at retail. The appearance of emu 
meat would be more similar to 
game meat such as elk or deer 
than to beef.

Sports fans and weather- 
watchers alike will have some¬ 
thing to celebrate on World Mete¬ 
orological Day, March 23. In keep¬ 
ing with the 100th anniversary of 
the modern Olympic Games — 
and a fitting tribute to the 125th 
anniversary of Canada's weather 
service - the theme of this year’s 
event is "Meteorology in the Serv¬ 
ice of Sports." 

Canada's weather service was 
established in 1871 when Parlia¬ 
ment granted $5,000 to the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto Observatory 
to establish a small network of 
weather stations. Today, the na¬ 
tional weather service provides a 
wide array of environmental in¬ 
formation, including daily 
weather forecasts, storm warn¬ 
ings, smog advisories and the UV 
index. 

Weather is an important fac¬ 
tor in the world of sports. Climate 
information — such as tempera¬ 
ture, humidity, winds, precipita¬ 
tion and air quality — contributes 
not only to the selection of sites 
for major sporting events, but also 
to the safety of participants and 
spectators and the training and 
preparation of athletes. The gen¬ 
eral public also relies on accurate 
weather information to plan for 
recreational activities ranging 
from skiing to sailing.
